A Warning 

As a result of unfavourable) 
weather conditions prevailing last 
fall, including frost m some areas, 
much of the wheat, oats, barley, 
and flax is germinating poorly. The 
situation appears to be most serious 
with oats. The areas chiefly affected 
are those along, and north of, the 
old C.N.R. main line, and the area 
adjacent to the foothills in Alberta. 

It is safe to say that all cereal 
seeds in the areas named above 
should be tested for germination. 
Our own laboratory has already re¬ 
ceived nearly 10,000 samples, and 
doubtless, the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment laboratories have tested large 
numbers. 

However, the total laboratory 
facilities in the West are inadequate 
to handle all seeds which should be 
tested. Farmers who have not al¬ 
ready had tests made would be wise 
to make their own. 

We are haying cards printed giv 
ing detailed instructions for making 
home germination tests. One of 
these will be hung in all country 
elevators of Line Companies associ¬ 
ated with the work of this Depart¬ 
ment. The same information will 
be printed on the “Seedtime and 
Harvest” leaflet distributed to grain 
buyers for passing on to their 
customers.

Coupon rationing is the only way of ensuring equal sharing of the meat available 
for civilian consumption in Canada. Those with lots of money will not get more 
than their share—and those with less money will be assured of getting 
their fair share. 

Rationing will help prevent local meat shortages such as occurred last year from 
becoming widespread and continuous throughout the whole Dominion. The 
incentive for panic-buying which empties butcher shops early in the day,

A. Objectives The Order nukes available 
for essential employments the services of men 
in classes already designated under National 
Selective Service Mobilization Regulations, 
who are now employed in specified non- 
essential employments. 

B. EMPLOYMENTS COVERED BY THIS 
ORDER: Men, of the specified categoric, 
are covered If now employed ati (1) ta¬ 
verns or liquor, wine and beer stores; 
(2) retail sale of candv, confectionery, 
tobacco, books, stationery, news; (3) bar¬ 
ber shops and beauty parlours | (4) retail 
and wholesale florists; (5) tervicc stations 
(gasoline-filling stations); (6) retail sale 
of motor vehicles or accessories; (7) retail 
sale of sporting goods or musical instru¬ 
ments; (8) waiter, taxi driver, elevator 
operator, hotel bell boy, domestic servant: 
(9) any occupation in or directly associated 
with entertainment, including but not 
restricted to theatres, film agencies, motion 
picture companies, clubs bowling alleys, 
pool rooms; (10) any occupation in or 
directly associated with dyeing, cleaning, 
and pressing (not including laundry 
work); baths; guide service; shoe shining. 

C. AGE AND MARITAL CLASSES OF 
MEN COVERED BY THIS ORDER: 
(e) Every man horn In any year from 
1917 to 1924 (Inclusive) who has reached 
age 19; (6) every man boin from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive), who, at July 15, 1940, 
wa3 unmarried, or divorced or judicially 
separated, or n widower without child or 
children; (c) every man born from 1902 
to 1916 (Inclusive) who has become a 
widower since July 15, 1940, and Is 
without child or children now living; 
(d) every man born fAm 1902 to 1916 


(inclusive) who, since July 15, 1940, has 
been divorced or judicially separated. 

D. Procedure to be Followed: All men in 
defined above must report to an Employment 
and Selective Service Office not later than 
May 19, 1943. Men resident outside a city 
or town having an Employment and Selective 
Service Office, too far removed to call per¬ 
sonally, may write to the nearest office, and 
await further directions. 

E. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYEES: 
When directed to accept employmeat, men 
referred to in Parugruphs II and C uhovc 
urc required by the Regulations to follow 
the direction. 

F. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYERS: It 

will be illegal for an employer to retuin in 
his employ after May 19th, 1943, any men 
referred to in Paragraphs 11 and C above, 
unless a special permit has been obtained 
from Selective Service. 

G. Transportation : Provision will he made 
for transportation of men moved to a new' 
place of residence. 

H. Appeals: If objecting to transfer to other 
employment when directed, a man may 
enter appeal with a Court of Referees within 
7 days. 

I. Penalties: Penalties are provided for 
either employer or employees failing to 
comply with this Order. 

J. Authority: This Ohler is issued by the 
Minister of Labour under National Selective 
Service Civilian Regulations (P.C. 246 of 
January 19th, 1943, and amending Orders in 
Council).
